May it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland, 
have the honour to submit to Your Excellency this our Eighty- 
sixth Report. In this report the statistics of attendance, numbers 
on the rolls, etc., in the schools, are for the year ended the 31st 
December, 1919, the financial statements are for the year ended 
the 31st March, 1920, and the general information is brought up 
to the 31st December, 1920. 

The year that has just elapsed will be memorable in the history y e(IC ; !Crg > 
of Irish primary education for the satisfactory settlement of js'r; fori es 
the teachers’ salaries question. There can be no doubt that the 
pre-war salaries of the national teachers were unduly low and 
such as to discourage the best class of candidates from entering the 
profession. The average yearly salary of a master in 1914 was 
£110, of a graded mistress £80, and of a junior assistant mistress 
£27. These rates were increased by about 20 per cent, in 1917 
through the operation of what is known as the “ Duke Scheme,” 
and the conditions for promotion and advancement through the 
grades were considerably improved. War bonuses, small at 
first but progressively larger, were added from time to time as the 
cost of living increased, so that by the end of the financial year 
1919-20 the average rates of salary (including bonus) were 
approximately, for a master, £210, for a graded mistress, £162, 
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and for a junior assistant mistress, £93.* In the winter of 1918-19 
a representative Viceregal Committee under the Chairmanship 
of Lord Killanin considered fully the system of remuneration of 
the teaohers, and the report of the Committee, issued in March 

1919, has formed the basis of the agreement which was happily 
reached in November last between the Board, the Treasury and 
the Teachers’ Organization, with the approval and sanction of 
the Civil Service Arbitration Board. The main reform in the 
scheme recommended by the Viceregal Committee was the 
abolition of the grading system, whereby the progressive advance- 
ment of the teachers to the higher salaries of the scale was made 
dependent on several factors, not all under the teacher’s control, 
such, for example, as the average attendance of the school, in 
favour of a single normal scale of salaries applicable generally to 
all teachers of efficient service. To encourage teachers of excep- 
tional efficiency, a higher scale in excess of the normal was pro- 
posed, and provision was also made by means of special increments 
for speedier advancement through the normal scale. Extra 
remuneration for principal teachers was given in the form of a 
capitation grant on the average attendance at the rate of 10s. 
per unit on the first 120 pupils in average attendance, and 5s. 
per unit on the remainder. Increased capitation grants were 
recommended for convent and monastery schools paid on that 
sjslem, and the position of the lay assistants in this class of 
school was made equivalent to that of assistant teachers in 
ordinary national schools. 

These proposals represented very great improvements, and in 
view of the amounts agreed to by the Treasury as tho basic 
figures of the scales, we have no hesitation hr stating that a 
satisfactory settlement of this long standing grievance has been 
arrived at. The transfer of the existing teachers to the new 
scales is spread over a period of three years commencing on 1st 
April, 1920, on the general principle that these teachers come into 
the scales at the place therein which they would have reached by 
their length of service and efficiency had the new system of pay- 
ment been in force during the whole period of their employment 
in the schools. The full effect of the new scales cannot therefore 
be seen until the financial year 1922-23, but it is expected that in 
that year the average rates of salary will be, for masters, about 
£310 a year, for fully qualified mistresses, £265, and for junior 
assistant mistresses, £125, respectively. 

As it was not found practicable to introduce the now system 
of salaries so as to take effect from an earlier date than 1st April, 

1920, the Treasury placed at our disposal last July a sum of up- 
wards of £340,000 which was distributed to the teachers as an 
“ interim ” grant, supplementary to tho ordinary salaries and 
war-bonuses payable for the financial year ended 31st March. 
1920. 

* These figures do not include tho “interim” grant for the financial year, 
1919-1920, made available subsequently in July, 1020. 
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Salaries having now been placed, it is hoped permanently, on an Trail i- 
adequate basis, we anticipate brighter prospects for the teaching ing 
profession and an improvement in the numbers and attainments Colleges, 
of the candidates for admission to the training colleges. We have 
had under consideration the question of increased grants to the 
latter institutions and are hopeful that a satisfactory settlement 
may be reached on this matter also. 

We have urged upon the Government the need for an amend- T fathers' 
ment of the Pensions Act, as we consider it but due to our p en . 
teachers that they should enjoy a pensions system not inferior to sions. 
those which have been recently established in Great Britain 
by legislative enactment. English and Scottish teachers are 
now superannuated entirely from parliamentary votes on the 
same general conditions as ‘ prevail in the Civil Service, and 
are fiee from contributing to the fund from which their retiring 
allowances are provided. In Ireland National Teachers are, 
however, still obliged to pay pension premiums proportional 
to their salaries and receive smaller allowances on retirement : 
the Irish Pensions Fund is, moreover, composed of a portion of 
the Irish Church Temporalities Fund augmented by the accumu- 
lated savings thereon, and the annual contribution from the Vote 
is less than one-third of the total income of the Pensions Fund. 

We trust that the first convenient opportunity will be taken to 
promote legislation in order to give effect to the desired amend- 
ments in the pensions scheme. 

The attendance at the schools for the year 1919 shows a slight Alten- 
improvement over the previous year as regards the centesimal dance. 
proportion to the average numbers on the school rolls, but owing 
to disturbed conditions in the country and other causes it is still 
lower than in the years immediately preceding the War. It is, 
however, a matter for satisfaction that speaking generally the 
working of the national schools, except in a few localities, has 
proceeded during the past year with much less disturbance than 
might have been exirected. The law of compulsory sohool atten- 
dance, to which we have so frequently referred in our previous 
reports, still remains unamended. Whilst we anticipate little im- 
provement until this is done, in November last we made use of the 
powers vested in us under the Irish Education Act, 1892, and after 
full consideration decided to raise the leaving standard in the case 
of national sohool pupils over 11 and under 14 years of age from 
fifth to sixth standard. We look forward to very beneficial 
effects from this important reform, but we recognise that unless 
it be attended with other changes in the law that we have recom- 
mended it will still leave a great deal to be done in order to put 
the school attendance question on a satisfactory footing, 

In our last revision of the sohool programme we have arranged School 
to give a more prominent position to Temperance teaching. Wo Pro- 
have drawn up suggestions for a more detailed syllabus in the gramme. 
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subject, and, while careful to avoid a too technical and dogmatic 
treatment of such instruction, we are insisting that simple 
lessons suitable to the pupils’ stage of development from both 
the moral and material standpoint shall form a regular part of 
the curriculum in all schools attended by children over nine years 
of age. 


We completed during the past year a revision of the list of text 
books sanctioned for use by the pupils of the schools. We have 
considerably reduced the number of approved books by the 
elimination of those of inferior merit, and have in each subject 
endeavoured to select only those most suitable for use. We do 
not exclude the works of non-Irish publishers from our list, but 
it is our desire that managers and teachers should encourage 
home manufacture and give a preference to books published 
in this country. 


During the financial year ended 31st March, 1921, the grants 
expended on the teaching of the Irish Language in the National 
Schools and Training Colleges amounted to £20,084 10s. Id. 
Aid and encouragement are given to the teaching of Irish in 
several forms of which the following are the details : — 


(1) Irish in Bilingual Schools. 

Bilingual schools are confined to the districts where Irish is 
still spoken by the people as a living language. These localities 
are the western parts of Counties Donegal, Mayo, Galway, Kerry 
and Cork, and 232 schools were recognised as conducted on the 
bilingual system in last school year (1919-20). The instruction 
in bilingual schools is carried on both ir, Irish and in English, 
and before sanctioning a school as bilingual we must be 
satisfied that the majority of the pupils speak Irish suffi- 
ciently well to warrant the conclusion that bilingual teaching 
will be more beneficial to them than instruction through English 
alone. The teachers must be specially qualified for such teaching 
and be able to speak Irish fluently. A special capitation grant 
is payable to the teachers varying from 4,s. to 8s. per pupil per 
annum according to the efficiency of the teaching. Under the 
recent agreement for new scales of Teachers’ Salaries the rates 
have been increased as from 1st July, 1920, to a scale varying 
from 8s. to 12s. per pupil. s 


The amount paid for Bilingual fees in the financial 
31st March, 1921, was £3,813 17s. Od.

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(2). Irish as an extra subject taught outside the ordinary school hours. 

Irish may be taught in schools that are not recognised as 
Bilingual as an extra subject outside the ordinary school hours, 
and in such cases capitation grants are payable to the teachers 
when the inspector’s reports . are favourable. The teaching 
begins in the third standard and may be continued up to the 
sixth standard inclusive. A minimum of 40 hours’ instruction 
must be given in the school year on a programme approved by 
the Commissioners. The fees varied from 3s. in the third standard 
to 12.s. in tlio highest standard, but these fees have now been 
altered to a uniform rate of 7 s 6 d. per pupil irrespective of stan- 
dard. 

In the last school year 1,525 schools earned fees for Irish as 
an extra subject, and the amount paid in fees in 1920-21 was 
£10,867 13s. Id. These figures show an increase over previous 
years. In 1917-18 1,442 schools earned fees, and in 1918-19 
only 1,201, but the latter year was much interrupted by epidemics 
of sickness. 

Irish may be taught in the National Schools as an ordinary 
school subject during the regular school hours, but no fees are 
payable in such cases. 

(3) . Grant to Special Irish Colleges. 

Twenty-three colleges for the teaching of Irish to National 
teachers and other students have been recognised by us. Most of 
these colleges arc open during the summer months, chiefly in 
Irish-speaking districts. A payment of £5 per teacher is made 
to the colleges for each teacher who, having attended the College 
course and passed the examination, subsequently teaches Irish 
satisfactorily in a National school for not less than, one year. 
Since the Colleges were opened first, about 14 years ago, over 
3,000 of tne students have been registered as qualifie d to teach 
Irish in a National School. 

The amount paid to the Colleges in 1920-21 was £750.. 

(4) . Irish in recognised. Training Gollet]es. 

Irish is not a compulsory subject in the teachers’ Training 
Colleges, but its study is encouraged by the award of special 
prizes for proficiency in the subject: The expense of 

providing the prizes does not come out of the regular capitation 
grant for the Training Colleges, but there is a special vote for 
the purpose. Thirty prizes of £5 each are awarded every year 
to the thirty King’s Scholars who take the highest places in 
Irish at the' final College examinations, and each prize-winner 

B 
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may subsequently receive a prize of £10, if within five years after 
his training course he shows high merit in teaching Irish in a 
National School for two consecutive years. The prizes are keenly 
competed for, and Irish is taught in all the Colleges with the 
exception of the Church of Ireland College, Kildare Place, .Dublin. 

The amount spent on the College prizes for Irish in 1920-21 
was £150 at the final examination and £120 in subsequent £10 
prizes for successful teaching — Total, £270. 

(5). Prizes for Irish in Evening Schools. 

Prizes in books, value £l or £2 per school, are made to evening 
schools for each session in which Irish is successfully taught. An 
amount of £27 was expended under this head in the financial 
year, 1920-21. 


( 6 ). Inspection and Organisation of Irish Instruction. 

For the purpose of helping in the organisation and inspection 
of Irish teaching in the schools and colleges we employ a special 
staff consisting of an inspector (who acts as head of this branch) 
and six organisers. The expenditure on these officers, including 
salaries, war-bonuses, travelling and subsistence allowances, 
came in 1020-21 to a total of £4,356. 

We much regret to have to record the death of the late Resident 
Commissioner, the Right Hon. W. J. M. Starkie, M.A., Litt.D., 
LL.D., which occurred after a very brief illness on the 21st 
Ju ly.. !920. At our meeting held on the 27th July, we 
unanimously adopted the following resolution : — 

That we, the Commissioners of National Education, desire 
to place on record our deep and sincere sorrow at the great 
loss we have sustained by ihe death of the Right Honourable 
W. J. M. Starkie, Litt.D., LL.D., who has been Resident 
Commissioner of National Education for over twenty -one 
years. Occupying as he did a foremost place in the educa- 
tional world, he brought his brilliant and wide scholarship, 
a soun ^ judgment, to bear upon the many 
difficult problems which arose during his long tenure of 
office, and he was responsible for introducing many important 
and far-reachingreforms into the system of national education. 
His transparent honesty of purpose, his boundless energy, 
and his many and varied gifts commanded our admiration 
and respect, and he leaves a vacant place amongst us which 
it will be impossible to fill. 

That we adjourn our meeting to-day as a mark of respect 
and affectionate regard for the memorv of our deeply mourned 
and lamented friend and colleague 
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That a copy of this resolution with an expression of our 
deepest sympathy with herself and her family be forwarded 
to Mi's. Starkie. 

By the death of the late Professor McClelland, M.A., D.Sc., 
E.R.S., the Board incurred a deeply felt loss ; at our meeting of 
the 20th April, 1920, the following resolution was passed : — 

The Commissioners of National Education desire to place 
on record their sense of the great loss they have sustained 
by the death of Professor J. A. McClelland, who has been 
a member of this Board for the past ten years. The simple 
straightforwardness of his character endeared him to his 
colleagues, and his sound judgment, his keenly practical 
mind and his eminence as a scientist, caused him to be a 
highly valued member of the Board. 

That the sympathy of the Board be conveyed to Mrs. 
McClelland and the members of her family in their great 
sorrow. 

We have also to reoordthe loss by resignation owing to advancing 
years of two of our oldest members, the Reverend Henry Evans, 
D.D., and the Reverend D. A. Taylor, M.A., D.D., Ex-Moderator 
of the General Assembly. The Rev. Dr. Evans was a member 
of the Board since 1890 and was throughout the long period that 
has since elapsed most assiduous in his attendance. He brought 
to the discharge of his duties the greatest attention and the 
fruits of a wide and varied experience. The Rev. Dr. Taylor, 
who was appointed in 1902, was of great assistance to ns on all 
occasions, and his kindly, practical advice was highly valued. 
The resignation of these gentlemen is greatly regretted by us. 

No appointment has yet been made to the position of Resident 
Commissioner, but the other vacancies on the Board have been 
filled by the appointment of the Right Hon. Sir Andrew Beattie, 
D.L., the Reverend William Gordon Strahan, B.A., and the 
Reverend William Henry Smyth, M.A.

This shows a decrease of 55 in the'numher of schools in opera- 
tion when compared with the number on the 31st December, 
1918. The decrease is in a considerable measure due to the 
amalgamation of adjoining boys’ and girls’ schools, or of small 
schools in the same locality. 

Vested 2. Of these schools, about 3,620 were vested schools, tlio 
Schools remainder were non-vested. 

The vested schools include (a) those vested in the Commis- 
sioners, and ( h ) those vested in trustees, under deeds to which 
the Commissioners are a party, for the purpose of being main- 
tained as National Schools. 

The schools vested in the Commissioners number about 720. 

Non- The non-vested schools include school-houses erected from 
Vested funds locally provided, or, in a few instances, from loans avail- 
Schools. a ^j e the Act of 1884, 47 & 48 Vic., cap. 22, and schools 

formerly vested, the leases of which have expired. 

3. The erection and improvement of vested school premises 
are carried out under the direction of the Board of Public 
Works. 

Building On the 1st April, 1919, the amount for which that Board was 
Grants. jj a hie in respect of grants already made by us and notified to 
them was £45,432 10s. 6d. In addition to this sum, we had 
made grants amounting to £26,278 11s. 10d., which had not been, 
ready for notification to the Board of Works. The total liabili- 
ties, therefore, on that date amounted to £71,711 2s.

In eleven cases of the erection of new school-houses grants 
amounting in the aggregate to £3,358 in excess of the normal 
grants were made, as the schools are to be built in needy and 
congested districts.

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In two oases, where the erection of new school-houses has been 
postponed, grants amounting to £6 6s. 8d. were made, with the 
sanction of the Lords of His Majesty’s Treasury, as an excep- 
tional concession to meet a special emergency towards works 
necessary to render the existing school-houses serviceable for 
some time longer.

Workhouse Schools. 

16. The number of workhouse schools in connection with our 
Board on 31st December, 1919, was 82, of which 76 were in 
operation. 

The average number of pupils on the rolls of these workhouse 
schools during the year was 1 ,506, and the total average daily 
attendance of pupils for the year was 1,356. 

Elementary Evening Schools. 

17. During the session 1919-20, 107 Elementary Evening 
Schools (including 30 Schools to which grants are payable under 
the alternative rules for Evening Schools in large urban centres) 
were in operation. The average attendance of pupils at these 
schools (excluding the schools paid under the alternative rules) 
was 3,016, 

During the financial year 1919-20 payments amounting to 
£4,495 16s. lOd. were made in respect of Evening Schools. 

Industrial School Children attending National Schools.* 

18. In addition to the Baltimore Fishery Industrial National 
School there were 26 National Schools, attended by children 
from Industrial Schools (certified under the Industrial Schools 
Act). The number of these pupils on the rolls on 31st Decem- 
ber, 1919, was 1,182, (221 boys and 961 girls); and the 
average daily attendance was for all these pupils 1,16S, and 
for those under 15 years of age, 1,148. These industrial school 
children are instructed in the same manner as the ordinary day 
pupils of the national school ; but payment for their instruction 
is not made by us, hut by the Industrial Schools Department. 

* In addition to the national schools where children from certain Industrial Schools attend 
daily, the officers of the Board now undertake the inspection and examination of most of the 
Reformatory and Industrial Schools in Ireland. Those latter Schools aro not, however, other- 
wise connected with the Board, provision being made in the institutions for the instruction of 
the children on the premises.

-U* Of the Principal and Assistant- Teachers receiving per- 
sonal salaries from the Board on 31st December, 1919, about 
80 per cent, were Trained Teachers. 
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35. Colleges for the teaching of Irish. 

A payment of £5 is made to recognised colleges for the teaching 
of Irish in respect of each teacher who, having attended the 
required number of lessons, passes the examination at the end of 
the course and who subsequently teaches Irish satisfactorily in 
a public school for one year. In order to facilitate their atten- 
dance at these courses, teachers are granted vacation to the 
extent of 50 days in the year in which they attend a course, 
provided their schools are kept open for at least 200 days in 
such year. Twenty-three colleges have been recognised," and 
since they were opened, 3,100 of the students have been regis- 
tered as qualified to teach Irish as an ordinary or extra subject.

36. At the end of the year 1919, 245 School Attendance 
Committees existed, 95 in the County Boroughs, Urban Districts 
and Municipal towns and 150 in Rural Districts. According to 
reports received from the local Secretaries, the provisions of the 
Act were enforced, during the year, by 237 of these Committees. 
In the eases of three Committees no reports were received. 

Under the provisions of the Act, children over 6 and under 
14 years of age, with certain exceptions, are required to attend 
school, and to make 75 complete attendances in each half-year 
ending respectively the 30th June and the Slst December. 

There are 39 Urban Districts or Towns having municipal 
government, to which the provisions of the Act apply, but for 
which school attendance committees have not boon appointed. 
There are 102 Rural Districts without school attendance com- 
mittees, and in some other Rural Districts the Act has been 
applied to only a portion of the area.

38. Tiie number of schools in which the Bilingual Programme 
is in operation has increased from 36 in 1906-7 to 234 in 1918-19. 
Of the latter number, 232 schools earned the special grant for 
satisfactory instruction in this programme. 


Rural Science and Horticulture. 

39. In the school year 1918-19 there were 201 schools with 
recognised school gardens attached. In the financial year 
1919-20 grants amounting to £883 13s. Od. were paid to 171 
of these schools for instruction in Gardening. Equipment grants 
to the amount of £340 12s. lid. were made in the financial year, 
and prizes amounting to £150 were also awarded. 


Merit Certificates. 

40. About 290 Merit Certificates, in ordinary subjects were 
issued during the year to pupils over 13 years of age who had 
been enrolled in the Seventh Standard for one year, and who had, 
in the opinion of the inspectors, attained satisfactory proficiency 
in English, Arithmetic, and Geography. Certificates of merit in 
technical subjects were awarded to about 7(1 pupils over 14 years 
of age, who had been enrolled in the sixth standard for at 
least one year, and who had, in the opinion of the inspectors, 
attained to satisfactory proficiency in the technical subject as 
well as in ordinary subjects of the school programme. 

These Merit- Certificates are distinct from the Higher Grade 
Certificates awarded to pupils of National Schools in connection 
with the examinations conducted by the Belfast, Dublin and 
Cork Higher Grade Certificate Committees. 


Half-time Pupils under the Factory and Workshop Acts. 

41. About ISO National Schools (chiefly in Counties Antrim, 
Down, Armagh, and Tyrone) are attended by half-time pupils 
under the Factory and Workshop Acts. In most of the schools 
the “ alternate day ” system of attendance is adopted. 


The Reid Bequest. 

42. In acoordance with one of the provisions of the Reid 
Bequest Scheme for the advancement of education in the County 
Kerry, the Commissioners, having considered the answering of 
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the male monitors employed in the National Schools of that 
county at the annual examinations of 1919, awarded prizes

43. Carlisle and Blake Premiums. 


Tub Carlisle and Blake Premium Fund. 

1. The Commissioners of National [Education are empowered 
to allocate to the teachers of ordinary National schools tho 
interest accruing from certain funds at their disposal in pre- 
miums, to be called “The Carlisle and Blake Premiums.” 
Teachers of Model Schools, Convent Schools, or other special 
schools, arc not eligible for those premiums. 

2. The interest from the accumulated funds available for 
premiums is distributed in premiums of £7 1 Os. each— one for the 
most deserving principal teacher in each of the circuits every 
year, upon the following conditions : — 

(a.) that the average attendance and the regularity of the 
attendance of tho pupils arc satisfactory ; 

(b.) that a fair proportion of the pupils have passed in the 
higher standards ; 

(c.) that, if a boys’ or mixed school, taught by a master in 
a rural district, the elements of the sciences under - 
lying agriculture are fairly taught to thtf boys of the 
senior standards ; and, "if a girls’ school (rural or 
town), needlework is carefully attended to ; 
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(d.) that the state of the school has been reported during 
two years as satisfactory in respect of 
efficiency, moral tone, order, cleanliness, discipline, 
school records, supply of requisites, and observance 
of the Commissioners’ rules. 


3. No teacher is eligible for a premium more frequently than 
once in five years.
